1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The statement presented by applicant at page 15 of the remarks filed 9/30/2009 is 
sufficient to support that the closest prior art reference to Lam US Patent No. 
6,630,416 was, at the time the present application was made, owned or subject to 
an obligation of assignment to BorgWarner Inc. and, as a result, pursuant to 35 
U.S.C. 103(c), disqualifies the Lam '416 reference as available prior art for an 
obviousness rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). The rejections over Lam '416 are 
therefore withdrawn. Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer filed 10/28/2008 was also 
found to be sufficient to overcome any obviousness double patenting rejection 
over Lam, US Patent No. 6,630,416.
